The twenry-four foot rini; with iti 
poets almost hirjie in cirininiferenoe 
as the trunks of a vfiit;r;i.l)le <iak, its 
hempen r\>\ii'. stroni^ enough to serve as 
a iiauBer. and its tloor of sand jiacked 
and cnu)ie<l until it conld uot dis- 
tinguished from asphalt, oocupie<l the 
center of the amphitheateTat an -elevation 
of two feet.

Fitzsim- 
mons attempted a vicious right-hander, 
wliich nUsseO its mark. Dempsey warmed 
up with the ferocity of a tiger, and i^eve- 
r&l heavy blows were exchanged. The 
AustraliM. however, drove )iis oppomoit 
to his own eomer and with a heavy 
breast blow sent him sprawling on the 
ground. Demiisey jumped up quickly, 
but was evidently groggy, and until time 
was called his adversary lightly punched 
him arotind the rini^. 

Fourth round— Both srarred for an 
o|)eniiiK l-'ouipoey led. giving a lu-avy 
face blow.

Sixtli round - Plucking up courage 
and determi nation, Dempsey mmle a 
vigorous effort and tried to foroe the 
fighting.

FiU led' wUk-lkis left 
Mul gave one on the' jaw that Inought 
cut a choms ef "Ob's." Den^y 
cUncbwd. Be was bAdlv winded. A 
right-hander on the neck se6t him to 
Ida knees. As be fell. Fits essayed a 
secxtiid with his left. Dempsey got his 
a.rins around Fitzsimmons' neck as he 
went down, and there was cries of foul 
Fitz repeated, and' Douii)««y recovering 
his feet, the two exchanged blows until 
time was called. 

Seventh round -.Sparring for opening 
was followed b\ Fitz landing hea\y 
blows on IV'iiipcey s right rilis. nearh 
sending liim to gias-s. IleiuiLSey got iii 
nil ujiper I ut winch Fit/, leluriieil, sent 
his mall to the ropes .After a light in 
tercliaiige 1 )emi'se\ administered a ■ e\ ere 
stomach blew which barely escaped 
ing to the belt Fitz tell in, and. wiili a 
smile, sailed in vicious and kiUK'ke. 1 his 
opponent right and left ai'ouud tlie rin/. 
Dempsey i{iaaaged to clinch. Both men 
weiv close to the roiies when Fitz with a 
right rib blow, which was barely allow- 
able under the circumstances, sent 
Dconpaey sailing between the rojies. His 
seconds rualiea to bis assistume, but 
iu'iiping awav, he went at it hammer 
aiiJ tongs. His face wars bleeding and 
the perspiration poured out from his 
tiocK in a Btresm, while Fits was as diy 
as a pritirio under a tropical ion. 

Eighth round—Fitioimanp fresh a.s 
a spring violet, Dempsey was weak on 
his It^' and decidedly groggy. He got 
two heavy brnast blows at the utart. and 
before he conld resiHind Fitz had reiK-at 
ed witli his right in face, and left in the 
btoniac^h, he cliuidied. Fitzsiniinous 
pusheil him away, and struck him left 
and right a half doztin tunes in succes 
slon, rilm and ntvk. winding up with 
two body blows as l li« Ijell rang.

He allowed hinibelf to receive a few 
childish body blows, and then with a 
left-hander in the jaw sent Dempsey mi 
his back. Hi' s(.miii arose and went down 
agiiiii from a left-handed touch in the 
ril^s. Kisliing Vj his IV-et with difficulty, 
he tried to force his adversiiry into the 
center of the ring, but went dovk ii ag.im 
in the elfort. Fity. picked Demi sey u|) 
like a rliild. smoothed his hand over his 
head and b 11 hiui in his amis for a s< c- 
Olid, tlie/i he Went o\ er to his own c ^!- 
ner and sal or tlie roix's.

Thirteenth round — Dempsey stajjgered 
to the center of the rira. Little vitality 
was apparently left He clinched at the 
first attempt of Fits to strike. The Aus- 
tralian pusned him away, let out with a 
short arm, which barelv touched him. 
ud he fell to the ground. Twice he e - 
sayed to rise, but rolled over and over 
like a man in d^g agonies. Time was 
called, and failing to respond the fight 
was awarded the New Zealand wonder 
while the audience cheered again ami 
again. From all appearances Fitz could 
have done the fight over again without 
leaving the ring. Dem.«ey was taken in 
a carriage to his boarding house, while 
Fiiz ]jiit on his clothes and walked home 
with his •seconds. Tb* ilgfat lasted forty- 
nine minu tes.

■eeretery Bash's VIswe ea the Kaj^vrta- 
ttea ef Fates Fradeals. 

WASBUforoii, Jan. IS. — Secretary 
Rusk has been anlisted In the movement 
of W. S. Delano to advance the exporta- 
tion of onr eon to foreign countries, for 
which an aptaopriation is asked of con- 
grea. Secmary Bosk |ias written a let- 
ter to Senator Manderson, in which he 
says that he has commissioned Col. Mur- 

Shy as a special agent of the agricultural 
epartraent, to make a report on this 
subject, and he intends to enter exteu- 
sivelv upon the work. 

"There is. however, one consideration 
which I think ought not to lie lost sight 
of." fwys Secrotjiry Rusk; "that is tliat 
representatives of othor than the corn- 
surplug states and the uiemliers of our 
agricultural orgtinizationa generally 
might fe«d indisposed t<i suppirt a sjio- 
cial appropriation having in view the 
extension «f foreign niiirkets for a 
single pmduct. The appropriation 
could be made for the purpose of an 
effort toward the extension of foreign 
markets oi American agricultural pru<l- 
ucts." *■ 

The secretary then ealled attention to 
the absolute importance to oar agricul- 
tural hit«rests of a careful study of all 
the foreign markets in ordiT that we 
maybe rally informed as to the demaiul 
in foreign markets for such gix»d.s as we 
can produce, and tin to the best manner 
in wnicl; said giK>ils mu.st lie prepiirtnl in 
order to satisfy the foreign customer. 
He suggests this could Ih( (lone by a gen- 
eral apiiiopriat ion to enable the secre- 
tary of agriculture to make .-i careful 
study of and report upon the availil ility 
of foreign markets for agricultural prod- 
ucts and to adopt speciiil means to in- 
crease the e.\piirt of our ;igi icuUur;il 
products to foreign countries. 

Every ell'ort is l)eing made now by the 
agricntoral and state departments to en- 
large onr ezpdrt trade tor fann products 
and congress will at this session ne aske I 
to lend assistance in the way of an aji- 
prnprlatiun for the appointment of spe- 
cial agents to go abroad and work up 
and re]H>rt upon the markets there and 
the ]ilausibility of enlarging the sales of 
onr surplus.
